I  have  often  contemplated  as  to  why 
coins  are  appealing  to  collect.  To  me, 
they  have  many  advantages  which  are 
intertwined,  no  one  of  which  can  stand 
alone. 

Traditionally,  my  answer  has  been 
that  numismatics  combines  the  allure 
of  art,  history,  and  romance — coupled 
with  the  possibility  of  being  an  excel¬ 
lent  potential  investment  and  store  of 
value.  Indeed,  my  Adventures  With 
Rare  Coins  book  had  this  as  its  central 
theme.  However,  there  are  a  lot  of 
artistic,  historic,  and  romantic  situa¬ 
tions  around,  and  these  are  not  all  that 
constitutes  collecting.  Psychological 
satisfaction — that  is,  happiness  and 
contentment  combined — seems  to  play 
a  part  as  well. 

I  have  read  enough  popular  articles 
to  know  that  human  beings  are  plea- 
sure-oriented,  and  if  something  pro¬ 


vides  pleasure,  chances  are  you  will 
want  to  do  it,  assuming,  of  course,  that 
it  is  the  right  thing  to  do,  meets  social 
requirements,  and  so  on. 

We  all  have  desires.  Often,  if  we 
know  something  exists  but  don’t  have 
it,  or  know  that  there  is  a  desirable 
experience  but  have  not  felt  it,  we  put 
this  on  our  “want  list.” 

A  good  example  is  provided  by  travel 
posters  of  the  Caribbean.  As  it  hap¬ 
pens,  I  have  never  gone  to  the  Carib¬ 
bean  (although,  heaven  knows,  I  have 
been  many  other  places).

of  The  New  York  Times  and  do  the 
puzzle  page.  I  considered  it  a  point  of 
pride  not  to  use  a  dictionary.  Unless 
the  topic  (each  puzzle  had  a  main  topic) 
was  something  arcane  and  beyond  my 
pale  of  interest,  I  could  usually  do 
fairly  well.  Nearly  always  I  finished  9/ 
lOths  of  the  puzzle,  and  perhaps  one 
time  in  three  I  would  fill  in  every 
square.  Of  course,  completion — the 
filling  in  every  space — was  the  objec¬ 
tive.  Similarly,  The  Saturday  Review 
(sadly,  no  longer  published)  offered 
double-crostic  puzzles,  which  I  also 
enjoyed  working. 

Moving  back  into  the  realm  of  nu¬ 
mismatics,  I  recall  fondly  the  times  of 
years  ago  when  I  collected  sets  of  vari¬ 
ous  kinds.  As  is  true  of  many  numis¬ 
matists,  I  would  approach  a  specialty, 
work  with  it,  possibly  complete  it,  and 
then  go  on  to  something  else.  Comple¬ 
tion  was  the  goal. 

I  recall  putting  together  a  set  of 
Proof  Indian  cents.  From  the  very  be¬ 
ginning,  getting  a  prized  1 877  was  my 
prime  objective.  Once  I  obtained  it, 
which,  as  it  turned  out,  I  did  in  fairly 
short  order,  then  finding  the  others  was 
not  as  much  of  a  challenge.  However, 
it  was  a  proud  day  when  the  last  hole 
was  filled  in  my  “National”  coin  al¬ 
bum. 

Another  specialty  was  putting  to¬ 
gether  one  of  each  Proof  Barber  half 
dollar  from  1892  to  1915.  The  tough 
issues  were  1914  and  1915. 

The  desire  for  completion  is,  to  me, 
perhaps  the  most  important  element  of 
numismatic  acquisition.  However, 
once  a  collection  is  completed,  then  it 
is  on  to  something  else.  One  always 
must  have  goals  to  which  to  aspire. 

This  fits  in  nicely  with  advice  I 
give  often  to  clients;  Collect  with  a 
purpose.  Collect  with  a  goal  in  mind. 
Do  this,  and  your  coins  will  in  turn 
reward  you  with  a  great  deal  of  satis¬ 
faction  and  happiness.

isn’t  the  New  Orleans  mintmark  two 
letters,  NO? 

CC  AnfiweffilGood  question!  Here  is 
my  guess:  In  1870,  if  a  single  letter  C 
had  been  used  as  a  mintmark,  perhaps 
someone  might  have  confused  it  with  a 
C  mintmark  previously  used  for  the  Char¬ 
lotte  (North  Carolina)  Mint  which  oper¬ 
ated  from  1838  through  1861.  The  first 
Carson  City  coins  were  struck  in  1870, 
just  nine  years  after  the  Charlotte  Mint 
closed.  Inasmuch  as  it  was  projected  that 
the  Carson  City  Mint  would  be  making 
gold  coins  as  well,  this  could  have  been 
a  problem. 

Counter  to  this  logic,  the  Dahlonega 
(Georgia)  Mint  produced  gold  coins  from 
1838  through  1861  and  used  a  D 
mintmark.  In  1906,  the  Denver  Mint 
also  used  a  D  mintmark.  However,  per¬ 
haps  enough  time  had  elapsed  on  the 
calendar  that  it  didn’t  make  much  of  a 
difference,  and  it  was  thought  that  there 
would  be  no  confusion. 

In  1838  when  the  New  Orleans  Mint 
struck  its  first  coins,  it  was  probably  felt 
that  an  O  would  suffice  to  differentiate 
the  pieces.  This  letter  had  not  been  used 
before,  and  there  was  no  precedent  for 
using  two  letters. 

You  might  also  send  your  inquiry  to 
Numismatic  News  and  Coin  World  to  see 
what  they  say.  Who  knows,  perhaps  they 
will  come  up  with  something  more  plau¬ 
sible. 


J.M.  Afikstl  have  a  dilemma,  and 
perhaps  you  or  someone  at  Bowers 
and  Merena  Galleries  can  help.  I  am 
seeking  a  Type  II  1854-1858  silver 
three-cent  piece,  but  all  I  have  seen 
have  been  poorly  struck.  Do  sharply 
struck  pieces  exist?  If  so,  how  can  I 
find  one? 

CC  AnewetstSilver  three-cent  pieces 
of  this  era  are  notorious  for  their  weak 
striking.  In  fact,  this  is  why  the  design 
was  changed  after  1858.  In  general,  it 
has  been  my  experience  that  the  scarcest 
date  in  the  series,  1855  (mintage: 
1 39,000)  also  is  the  date  that  comes  best 
struck.  Thus,  you  may  wish  to  wait  for 
one  of  these.  While  they  are  scarce,  they 
do  come  on  the  market  from  time  to  time. 
When  making  a  purchase,  simply  re¬ 
quest  a  sharply  struck  piece,  or  don’t 
ordei  it  otherwise.  Similarly,  if  you  want 
us  to  set  it  up  on  a  Want  List  for  you  here 
at  the  office,  we  can  do  that. 

As  the  series  progresses,  striking  be¬ 
came  more  of  a  problem,  and  nearly  all 
issues  of  the  1856-1 858  years  are  weakly 
struck,  sometimes  almost  flat  at  the  bor¬ 
ders.

5,000  1873-S  half  dollars  without  ar¬ 
rows  were  minted,  but  NONE  is  known  to 
exist  today!  Where  did  they  go? 

12,400  1873-CC  dimes  without  arrows 
were  minted,  but  ONLY  ONE  is  known  to 
exist  today !  Where  did  the  other  1 2,399  go? 

Very  rare  in  Mint  State  is  the  1 886-0 
Morgan  dollar,  of  which  10,710,000  were 
minted.  The  Guide  Book  lists  an  MS-63 
coin  at  $1,500.  On  the  other  hand,  the 


1 884-CC,  of  which  only  1,1 36,000  were 
struck,  lists  at  just  $65  in  the  same  grade! 
(The  reason  is  that  the  Treasury  hoarded 
quite  a  few  1 884-CC  dollars,  thus  pre¬ 
serving  them  for  posterity;  this  was  not 
done  with  the  “common”  1886-0.) 

There  is  no  such  thing  as  a  1975- 
dated  Washington  quarter.  Why?  The 
mints  were  busy  making  1776-1976  bi¬ 
centennial  quarters  in  advance!

Mintmarks! 


The  importance  of  mintmarks  can¬ 
not  be  emphasized  enough.  Often,  the 
value  of  a  coin  may  vary 
by  hundreds  or  even 
thousands  of  dollars  due 
to  the  presence  -  or  ab¬ 
sence  -  of  one  of  these 
little  letters. 

The  first  mint  was 
opened  in  Philadelphia, 

PA,  and  is  still  the  main 
mint  of  the  US.  Until 
the  late  1970s,  no 
mintmark  appeared  on 
US  coins  from  this  mint 
(except  the  1942-1945 
5(2  pieces). 

The  first  branch 
mints  in  America 
opened  in  1838.  They 
opened  in  alphabetical 
order,  which  is  a  great 
way  to  remember  them ; 

Charlotte,  NC 
Dahlonega,  GA 
New  Orleans,  LA 
Later,  mints  were 
opened  in: 

San  Francisco,  CA 
Carson  City,  NV 
Denver,  CO 
West  Point,  NY 


Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  made 
only  gold  coins  from  1838  to  1861; 

Denver opened  in  1906, 
so  the  “D”  for  Denver 
shouldn’t  get  confused 
with  the  “D”  for 
Dahlonega. 

In  1838  and  1839, 
the  first  branch  mint 
half  dollars,  quarter 
eagles,  and  half  eagles 
had  mint  marks  on  the 
obverse.  In  1 840,  mint 
marks  were  moved  to 
the  reverse  of  nearly 
every  US  coin.  Some 
exceptions  to  the  rule 
are  the  Walking  Lib¬ 
erty  50(2  of  1916-1917 
(obverse  mm  for  1916, 
both  obverse  and  re¬ 
verse  for  1917).

Coin  Update 


‘’There’s  a  scarcity  of  good  material.” 
How  many  times  have  we  heard  this?  It 
seems  that  we  are  forever  hearing  the 
lament  that  “good”  material  is  hard  to 
find.  In  actuality,  the  recent  New  Orleans 
ANA  convention  brought  home  to  the 
fore  that  certain  “popular”  coins  are  avail¬ 
able,  sometimes  in  quantity,  in  dealers’ 
hands,  but  rare  coins  are,  indeed,  harder  to 
find  than  ever.  Presumably,  rare  coins  are 
“good.” 

Right  now,  the  typical  dealer  is  apt  to 
be  loaded  to  the  gunwales  with  certified 
MS-65,  Proof-65  and  finer  “type”  coins 
and  Morgan  dollars.  Little  is  shown  in  the 
way  of  quality  discrimination.  To  most 
eyes,  MS-65  is  MS-65  is  MS-65.  Just  as 
roses  can  have  different  fragrances,  eye 
appeal,  and  quality,  MS-65  Morgan  dol¬ 
lars  can  as  well.  Take,  for  example,  a 
slabbed  “MS-65”  1895-S  dollar  offered 
to  us  at  the  show.  Normally,  we  would 
give  an  eye  tooth,  or  the  equivalent  in  a 
check,  for  a  decent  MS-65  of  this  issue, 
knowing  full  well  that  the  1895-S  nor¬ 
mally  comes  very  “baggy.”  Well,  this 
particular  1 895-S,  despite  it  being  marked 
“MS-65,”  was  no  more  than  we  would 
buy  as  MS-62,  and  even  then  we  would 
probably  not  buy  it,  as  it  was  not  aestheti¬ 
cally  appealing. 

While  “type”  coins  of  uncertain  qual¬ 
ity  abound  in  the  marketplace,  scarce 
dates  and  mintmarks  are  more  elusive 
than  ever.  Anyone  attempting  to  put  to¬ 
gether  a  nicely  matched  set  of  MS-63  or 
MS-64  Indian  cents,  MS-63  or  finer  Mor¬ 
gan  dollars,  or  a  complete  date  set  of 
Barber  quarters  would  have  had  slim  pick¬ 
ings  indeed.  The  scarce  and  rare  issues 
were,  in  general,  were  extremely  hard  for 
us  to  find  at  the  show.  And,  as  Bruce 


Amspacher  recently  pointed  out  in  print 
in  one  of  his  newsletters,  being  rare  does 
not  necessarily  mean  expensive.  He  noted 
that  there  were  several  dozen  varieties  of 
Barber  quarters  which  were  rarer  in  MS- 
65  than  the  famous  low  mintage  191 3-S ! 
Some  of  these  varieties  are  supposedly  in 
the  “common”  category. 

Actually,  this  comparison  can  not  be 
made  as  easily,  for  191 3-S  MS-65  quar¬ 
ters,  being  of  extraordinary  value  and 
worth  in  the  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars, 
are  sure-fire  candidates  for  certification, 
and  perhaps  even  resubmission.  This 
bumps  up  the  numbers  in  the  Population 
Reports.  On  the  other  hand,  some  even 
rarer  issues — Bruce  Amspacher  mentions 
the  1901  Philadelphia  Mint  quarter  in 
MS-65  grade,  which  most  people  think  is 
common — are  not  as  apt  to  be  submitted. 
This  means  that  probably  there  are  more 
MS-65  1901  quarter  than  Bruce 
Amspacher  or  I  know  about.  However, 
the  concept  remains  valid — there  are  some 
real  “sleepers”  out  there.  Thus  try  to  find 
such  pieces  at  a  coin  show,  and  you  are 
apt  to  come  up  empty  handed. 

This  reminds  me  of  another  situation. 
Recently,  I  paid  over  twice  “bid”  for  a 
particularly  nice  coin  needed  for  a  cus¬ 
tomer.  We  tacked  on  10%  over  that,  and 
the  customer  was  delighted.  Within  the 
same  time  frame,  I’d  turned  down  a  group 
of  commemorative  coins  at  half  bid,  be¬ 
cause  I  didn’t  like  the  grading. 

The  point  of  this  issue  of  “The  Coin 
Update”  column  is  that  if  you  are  a  care¬ 
ful  buyer,  keep  your  eye  on  rarity  and 
quality.  Of  course,  market  price  is  impor¬ 
tant,  and  so  is  technical  grade.  However, 
the  “big  program”  includes  a  blend  of  all 
of  these.
